It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  fattowsr 

Section  1.  The  city  of  Providence  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  from  time  to  time  to- 
hire  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  $70,000.00,  and  ta 
issue  its  notes  therefor,  and  to  renew  any  such  notc» 
from  time  to  time  as  the  same  become  due:  Pro- 
videdy  however,  that  any  notes  or  renewals  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  from  the 
tax  receipts  of  said  city  of  Providence  not  later  than 
ten  years  from  and  after  the  date  of  the  issuance  of 
the  first  note  issued  under  the  provisions  hereof.  AH 
moneys  raised  by  authority  hereof  shall  be  exclu- 
sively used  and  expended  for  the  purpose  of  defray- 
ing the  cost  of  purchasing  and  equipping  a  fire  boat. 

Sec.  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section   1.    The  city  of  Providence  is  hereby  gj^j^^^ 
authorized  and  empowered  from  time  to  time  to  hire  hS?Sf"{4oo%o 
not  exceeding  the  sum  of  four  hundred  thousand  wSiS^S^^^ 
dollars  and  to  issue  its  notes  and  bonds,  or  either         ^"'' 
tiieref or,  and  to  renew  any  such  notes  from  time  to 
time  as  the  same  become  due.    All  moneys  raised  by 
authority  hereof  shall  be  exclusively  used  and  ex- 
pended for  the  development  and  equipment  of  the 
municipal  wharf  at  Fields  point  in  said  city. 

Sec.  2.  The  city  coimcil  of  said  city  shall  cause  Bonds,  how 
any  bonds  issued  by  authority  hereof  to  be  issued  for 
such  time  and  in  such  amounts  as  shall  be  fixed  by 
said  city  coimcil;  and  after  any  issue  of  any  such 
bonds  said  city  council  shall  annually  appropriate, 
so  long  as  any  such  bonds  are  outstanding,  besides  a 
sum  to  pay  the  interest  thereon  a  sum  to  be  placed 
as  a  sinking  fund  sufiicient  for  the  redemption  of  said 
bonds  when  due,  and  aU  premiums  arising  from  the 
sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  said 
sinking  fund. 

Sec.  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  o^  follows: 

Section  1.  The  title  of  chapter  1958  of  the 
public  laws,  passed  at  the  January  session,  A.  D. 
1920,  entitled  ''An  act  regulating  the  storage  of 
petroleum,  kerosene,  gasoline  or  coal  oil  and  their 
products,  compounds  and  components  in  quantities 
exceeding  twenty-one  thousand  gallons  within  the 
city  of  Providence,"  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read 
as  follows : 

"An  act  regulating  the  storage  and  sale  of  petro- 
leum,  kerosene,  gasoUne  or  coal  oil  and  their  products, 
compounds  and  components  in  the  city  of  Provi- 
dence." 

Sec.  2.  Section  1  of  said  chapter  1958  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  No  person  shall  hereafter  erect,  alter 
or  enlarge  any  structure  or  structures  or  part  or  parts 
thereof  wdthin  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Providence  to 
be  used  for  the  storage  of  petroleum,  kerosene,  gaso- 
line or  their  products,  compoimds  or  components 
where  the  total  storage  capacity  on  the  premises  will 
exceed  twenty-one  thousand  gallons  unless  a  permit 
therefor  shall  be  first  obtained  from  the  city  council 
of  said  city  and  the  definite  location  thereof  shall  be 
first  approved  by  said  city  council.    No  person  shall 
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hereafter  erect  any  structure  or  structures  or  part  or 
parts  thereof  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Provi- 
dence to  be  used  for  the  sale  of  petroleum,  kerosene, 
gasoline  or  their  products,  compounds  or  components 
unless  a  permit  therefor  shall  be  first  obtained  from 
the  city  council  of  said  city  and  the  definite  location 
thereof  shall  be  first  approved  by  said  city  council."

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  last  two  paragraphs  of  section  27 
of  chapter  472  of  the  public  laws,  passed  at  the 
January  session,  A.  D.  1909,  entitled  ''An  act  in 
amendment  and  revision  of  chapter  688  of  the 
pubUc  laws,  entitled  'An  act  in  relation  to  buildings 
in  the  city  of  Providence  and  for  other  purposes,' 
passed  at  the  January  session,  A.  D.  1878,  and  the 
acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition  thereto,'' 
are  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"In  all  theatres  now  or  hereafter  erected  or  used  independent 

means  of 

which  are  ordinarily  lighted  by  electricity,  there  shall  J^^*^  ^^  ^ 
be  in  addition  to  such  ordinary  method  of  lighting  °''"'***^**^- 
an  independent  means  of  Ughting  which  shaU  be  gas 
from  a  commercial  gas  distributing  system,  a  storage 
battery  system  controlled  either  automatically  or 
from  a  central  switch  located  in  the  lobby  or  front 
of  the  theatre,  or  such  other  system  or  means  of 
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Theftfrc  exits, 
bow  to  be 
marked. 


lighting  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  city  council  of 
the  city  of  Providence.  Any  such  lighting  system 
shall  be  adequate  and  so  distributed  within  the 
theatre  as  to  reasonably  illuminate  the  body  of  such 
theatre,  and  all  hallways,  stairways,  lobbies  and  exits. 
Such  Ughts  may,  however,  be  so  arranged  as  not  to  in- 
terfere with  the  exhibition  or  performance  being  given. 
In  case  such  Ughting  system  shall  be  gas,  at  least  two 
lights  on  each  side  of  the  main  body  of  the  theatre 
and  one  on  each  side  of  all  balconies,  as  well  as  a 
sufficient  number  of  additional  lights  to  illuminate  the 
stairways,  hallways  and  lobbies  shall  be  kept  burning 
at  all  times  when  such  theatre  is  open  to  the  public. 

^'In  all  theatres  there  shall  be  over  every  exit  on 
the  inside  and  over  every  opening  to  a  fire  escape  on 
the  inside  an  iUuminated  sign  bearing  the  words 
^EXIT'  or  'FIRE  ESCAPE,'  respectively,  in  letters 
not  less  than  three  inches  high,  which  must  be  con- 
trolled only  from  the  lobby  or  other  convenient  place 
in  the  front  of  the  house." 

Sec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  ds^ 
of  September,  A.  D.  1922.

AN  ACT  FIXING  THE  TIME  FOR  THE  ELECTION  OF  TOWN 
OFFICERS  IN  THE  TOWN  OF  BARRINGTON. 

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  The  electors  of  the  town  of  Barrington 
on  the  first  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  in 
November,  A.  D.  1922,  and  biennially  thereafter, 
shall  by  ballot  elect  a  moderator,  a  town  clerk,  a  town 
coimcil  of  five  members,  a  town  treasurer,  three  tax 
assessors,  a  collector  of  taxes,  an  overseer  of  the 
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poor  and  a  town  sergeant,  each  to  serve  for  two  years 
and  until  his  successor  is  elected,  and  qualified.  The 
electors  of  said  town  of  Barrington  at  said  election  in 
A.  D.  1922  and  at  said  election  in  every  fourth  year 
thereafter  shall  elect  two  members  of  the  school  com- 
mittee, each  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  until  his 
successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  The  electors  of 
said  town  of  Barrington  at  the  election  in  A.  D.  1924, 
and  at  said  election  in  every  fourth  year  thereafter 
shall  elect  three  members  of  the  school  conunittee, 
each  for  the  term  of  four  years  and  until  his  successor 
is  elected  and  qualified. 

The  members  of  the  school  conmiittee  of  said  town,  certain  mem. 
now  in  office  whose  term  expires  in  A.  D.  1923,  shall  comiSittee  con- 
be  continued  in  said  positions  as  members  of  the 
school  committee  until  the  biennial  election  in  A.  D. 
1924,  and  all  other  members  of  said  school  com- 
mittee, now  in  office,  shall  complete  the  term  for 
which  they  were  chosen. 

All  the  officers  whose  election  is  provided  for  in  this  poib  to  rem«in 
section  shall  be  voted  for  on  one  ballot,  and  the  polls  ***^  ^^^wiong 
shall  be  opened  at  8  a.  m.  and  shall  be  kept  open 
continuously  for  voting  until  7:30  p.  m.  and  no 
longer.

act  charged  with  the  duty  of  preparing  caucus  voting 
lists  in  the  preparation  of  such  lists,  so  far  as  they  are 
not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Each 
town  committee  shall  attend  the  caucuses  of  the 
party  to  which  it  belongs,  to  perform  the  duties 
herein  imposed  upon  it. 
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Sec.  3.  All  caucuses  shall  be  held  in  said  town  at 
the  call  of  the  town  committee  of  the  political  party 
holding  such  caucuses.  The  call  for  such  caucuses 
shall  be  issued  not  less  than  five  days  prior  to  the  day 
on  which  they  are  to  be  held.  It  shall  state  the 
places  where  such  caucuses  are  to  be  held,  the  hour 
of  holding  the  same,  the  tune  during  which  the  polls 
are  to  be  open,  the  business  to  be  transacted  thereat 
and  the  uniform  size  of  the  ballots  to  be  used  in  said 
caucus,  and  said  call  shall  be  posted,  at  least  four 
days  prior  to  the  holding  of  said  caucus,  in  six  or 
more  public  places  in  said  town.  No  two  political 
parties  shall  hold  their  caucuses  on  the  same  day. 

Sec.  4.  At  least  ten  days  previous  to  the  date  on 
which  a  political  party  desires  to  hold  its  caucus  in 
said  town  the  chairman  of  the  town  conmiittee  of 
such  political  party  shall  notify  in  writing,  the  town 
clerk  of  the  date  selected  for  such  caucus,  and  the 
political  party  first  making  such  selection  and  notifi- 
cation for  a  certain  date  shall  be  entitled  to  hold  its 
caucus  on  that  date,  if  such  date  is  one  on  which 
caucuses  may  be  lawfully  held.  If  such  date  is  one 
previously  so  selected  and  notified  by  some  other 
political  party,  or  is  one  on  which  a  caucus  may  not 
be  lawfully  held,  such  chairman  shall  be  immediately 
notified,  in  writing,  of  the  fact  by  the  town  clerk,  and 
such  chairman  shall  select  and  make  notification  of 
another  date.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  town 
clerk,  in  and  at  the  expense  of  said  town  of  Harrington 
to  provide  a  polling  place  in  said  town  for  said 
caucus,  and  to  notify  in  writing  such  chariman  as  to 
the  place  so  provided,  at  least  seven  days  prior  to 
the  date  of  such  caucuses. 

Sec.  5.  No  caucus,  except  a  caucus  adjourned 
under  the  provisions  of  section  fourteen  of  this  act, 
shall  be  held  within  two  days,  exclusive  of  Sundays 
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and  legal  holidays,  of  the  last  day  for  filing  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  nominations  of  such  caucus,  nor  shall 
any  political  party  hold  caucuses  on  successive  days. 
AU  caucuses,  excepting  those  caucuses  necessary  for 
a  special  election,  shall  be  held  after  the  second 
Thursday  next  after  the  first  Monday  in  September. 
All  caucuses  held  to  nominate  candidates  for  town 
officers  in  said  town,  excepting  those  caucuses  nec- 
essary for  a  special  election,  shall  be  held  within 
twenty-five  days  of  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  first 
Monday  in,  November,  in  the  year  in  which  there  is 
a  general  election  of  state  officers.  Caucuses  nec- 
essary for  a  special  election  shall  be  held  not  more 
than  ten  days  before,  nor  within  two  days,  exclusive 
of  Sundays  and  legal  holidays,  of  the  last  day  for 
filing  the  certificates  of  the  nominations  of  such 
caucuses. 

Sec.  6.    The  town  committee  of  each  political  caucus  officer. 
party  in  said  town  shall,  at  least  two  days  prior  to  ^t^~™" 
the  date  of  the  caucus,  appoint  a  caucus  chairman 
and  a  caucus  clerk  for  said  town  who  shall  be  qualified 
electors  of  said  town  and  members  of  such  political 
party,  and  shall  fill  all  vacancies  which  occur  in  such 
offices  from  any  cause,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided.   The  caucus  chairman  and  caucus  clerk  so  S*S3?cSi°"'*

called  or  in  case  the  caucus  chairman  becomes  in- 
capacitated during  the  holding  of  the  caucus,  the 
town  committee,  or  a  majority  of  the  members 
thereof  present  at  such  caucus,  shall  appoint  a 
qualified  elector  of  such  party  residing  in  said  town 
as  caucus  chairman  of  such  caucus.  If  no  member 
of  the  town  conamittee  is  present,  the  clerk  of  the 
caucus  in  such  town  shall  call  the  meeting  to  order, 
and  the  electors  present  shall  elect  some  qualified 
person  as  caucus  chairman  of  such  caucus.  In  case 
the  caucus  clerk  is  absent  at  the  time  at  which  the 
caucus  has  been  called,  or  in  case  the  caucus  clerk 
becomes  incapacitated  from  performing  his  duties  as 
such  during  the  holding  of  the  caucus,  the  town 
committee  of  said  town,  or  such  majority  thereof, 
shall  appoint  some  qualified  elector  of  the  town  as 
such  caucus  clerk.

party  or  has  signed  nomination  papers  of  a  candi- 
date or  candidates  for  any  elective  office  prior  to  the 
passage  of  this  act.

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Whenever  a  majority  of  the  qualified 
tax  paying  voters  in  each  of  the  following  incor- 
porated fire  districts:  '^ Warwick  and  Coventry  fire 
district,"  ^'Crompton  fire  district,"  "The  River 
Point  fire  district,"  and  the  "Phenix  fire  district," 
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shall  at  any  special  meeting,  the  subject  having  been 
duly  inserted  in  the  warrant  for  said  meeting,  by 
written  resolution  vote  to  abolish  said  district,  the 
clerk  of  each  of  said  districts  shall  forthwith  transmit 
to  the  town  clerk  of  the  town  of  West  Warwick  a 
certified  copy  of  the  resolution  adopted  in  said 
district. 

When  the  town  clerk  shall  have  received  the

To  compel  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  any 
ordinance  enacted  under  the  authority  of  this  act: 
To  order  the  removal  by  the  owner  of  any  building, 
structure  or  other  thing  existing  in  violation  of  any 
ordinance  enacted  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  and 
to  authorize  some  official  of  said  town  in  default  of 
such  removal  by  the  owner  to  remove  it  at  the 
expense  of  such  owner.  When  under  the  provisions 
of  any  judgment,  order  or  decree,  in  any  such  pro- 
ceeding, any  work  is  done  or  materials  furnished  by 
an  official  of  said  town  or  by  the  order  of  such 
official,  at  the  expense  of  the  owner,  in  removing  a 
building,  structure  or  other  thing  unlawfully  exist- 
ing, the  value  of  such  work  and  material  may  be 
recovered  in  an  action  of  the  case,  brought  in  said 
superior  court  against  such  owner,  and  if  any  such 
work  or  materials  shall  have  been  done  or  furnished 
by  or  at  the  cost  of  said  town,  such  official  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  brought  in  the  name  of  said  town.

AN  ACT  AUTHOKIZING  THE  TOWN  OF  WESTERLY ^TO

The  town  of  Westerly  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  from  time  to  time  to  hire 
a  sum  not  exceeding  three  hundred  thousand  dollars 
and  to  issue  its  notes  or  bonds,  or  either,  therefor  and 
to  renew  any  such  notes  from  time  to  time  as  the 
same  shall  become  due  and  payable. 

All  monies  received  by  said  town  by  authority 
hereof  shall  be  exclusively  used  and  expended  for  the 
purchase  of  a  lot  or  lots  of  land  and  erecting  two

AN  ACT  AUTHORIZING  THE  CITY  OF  WOONSOCKET  TO

It  is  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  city  of  Woonsocket  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered,  from  time  to  time,  to 
issue  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  five  hundred  and 
seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  its  notes  and  bonds, 
either  or  both,  and  to  renew  or  replace  any  such  notes 
from  time  to  time  as  the  same  become  due,'  or  in  lieu 
of  such  renewal  or  replacement  at  any  time  or  times 
when  said  notes  become  due  to  issue  its  bonds 
therefor.  All  moneys  raised  by  the  authority  hereof 
shall  be  expended  for  the  following  purposes:  three 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  the  construc- 
tion of  sewers,  and  two  hundred  and  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  for  improving  the  Woonsocket 
water  works.

erly line  of  said  Weeden  plat  about  720  feet  to  the 
Daniel  Meader  plat,  recorded  in  the  town  clerk's 
oflBce  in  said  town  of  Lincoln;  thence  northeasterly 
bounding  northwesterly  by  said  Meader  plat,  and 
land  of  Amsden  H.  and  Orin  Smith  about  895  feet 
to  the  northeasterly  comer  of  said  Smith's  land;

The  firewards  elected  by  said  district  shall 
publicly,  within  four  days  next  preceding  the  day  of 
holding  any  regular  meeting  of  said  fire  district, 
make  a  corrected  list  of  the  names  of  all  persons 
entitled  to  vote  in  such  meeting,  and  certify  and 
deliver  the  same  to  the  moderator  before  the  time 
shall  arrive  for  the  calling  of  the  meeting  to  order.

Section  1.     Charles  E.  Capwell,  Eben  A.  Briggs,

all  of  the  town  of  Coventry,  comity  of  Kent  and

Said 
corporation  as  such  and  by  that  name  shall  be  able 
and  capable  in  law  and  in  equity  to  have  perpetual 
succession,  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  be  capable
